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An Explanation of the Numbering System 
Used in This Listing 


In order to explain the numbering system, I will use the follow- 
ing number as an example: 


58.M. 22. 14b (the number)

PART 1. This number indicates the year in which the piece was 
issued, this case of course indicating the year 1958. 


PART 2. This letter indicates rather the piece is a medal or token; 
M, for medal and, T, for token. I have classified the 
pieces under the medal heading if they have no indication 
of value, or were not used as money during the celebra- 
tion of the event commemorated. It is classified as a 
token if it does have an indication of value. 


PART 3. This number indicates the state or dominion in which the 
piece was issued, as follows:

PART 4. This number indicates the individual piece number. In 
most instances the pieces are listed in the alphabetical 
order of the issuing person, organization, or firm; how- 
ever, in a few cases this is not true. Each piece of a dif- 
ferent design is given a new number, even if the issuer 
is the same; also, even if the design is the same, only it 
is on a different size piece, it is given a new number. A 
letter following this number indicates that a piece of the 
same size, design, and issuer was struck in more than 
one metal; the letters have also been used to indicate 


a 


pieces with and without, and with different sizes of key- 
chain holes. 


So, the number used in the example above indicates a medal 
issued in Minnesota during 1958. It is major-variety number 14, and 
sub-variety ‘‘b’’. 


Below the obverse and reverse descriptions are listed all of the 
particulars about the medal; diameter, metal, copies struck, issue 
price, striking firm, issuer, designer, and any other information 
which was thought to be of interest. In many places, because I was 
unable to get the information, some of the particulars were not in- 
cluded.

OBVERSE: The central design depicts a prospector, who has re- 
cently struck it rich, on his burro, with his tools and throwing 
money away. Around, at the top, WORLD’S SILVER MINING 
CAPITAL; at the bottom, WALLACE, IDAHO. There is a dot 
on each side which separates the top and bottom lettering. 

REVERSE: Around, at the top, SILVER JUBILEE; at the bottom, 
1883-1958. In the center, on five lines, COMMEMORATING / 
75 / YEARS OF MINING / IN THE / COEUR d’ ALENES. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal has a diameter of 38mm, and was struck in oxidized sil- 

ver plate. There were 2,100 copies struck, and issued at $1.50 each. 

They were struck by the Spokane Stamp Works, Spokane, Wash.; 

issued by the Silver Juiblee Committee, Wallace; and designed by 

Magneson and Jensen.

OBVERSE: The same as 58.M.11.0la 
REVERSE: The same as 58.M.11.0la 
EDGE: Also plain. 


This medal also has a diamenter of 38mm, but was struck in nickel 
plate. There were also 2,100 copies struck, and issued at $1.50 each. 


ILLINOIS

OBVERSE: The central design depicts a bronze plaque which stands 
in Washington Park, Quincy, it illustrates a debate between 
Lincoln and Douglas which was held there. The date 1858 is to 
the left and 1958 to the right. 

REVERSE: Around, at the top, QUINCY, ILLINOIS; at the bot- 
tom, OCT. 18, 1858-1958. In the center, on three lines, LIN- 
COLN / DOUGLAS / CENTENNIAL. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal has a diameter of 32mm, and was struck in gilded brass. 

There were 5,000 copies struck, and issued at $0.25 each. They 

were struck by the Pioneer Adv. Co., Quincy, IIl.; issued by the 

Chamber of Commerce, Quincy; and designed by Rummenie. 


INDIANA

This piece is made up of an aluminum outer ring with a bronze in-

sert in the center. This insert is an actual 2 centimes coin of Switz- 

erland. 

OBVERSE: On the ring, around, at the top, CITIZENS NATIONAL 
BANK; at the bottom, on two lines, TELL CITY’S / 1858 CEN- 
TENNIAL 1958. The insert has a large 2 superimposed over a 
stalk of grain; in exergue, B, the mint mark of Berne, Switz- 
erland. 

REVERSE: On the ring, around, at the top, a horseshoe; at the 
bottom, a four-leaf clover. On the horseshoe, to the left, KEEP 
ME; at the top, on two lines, AND YOU WILL / HAVE;; to the 
right, GOOD LUCK. The insert has a cross in the center. 
Around, at the top, HELVETIA; at the bottom, 1957. A dot 
on each side separates the top and bottom lettering. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal has an overall diameter of 3514mm, the insert has a 

diameter of 20mm. There were 10,000 copies struck, and distrib- 

uted, free of charge, to patrons. They were struck by Business Pro- 
motions, Lakeland, Fla.; issued by the Citizens National Bank, Tell 

City; and the inserts were supplied by the Union Bank of Switzer- 

land, in Zurich. 


MASSACHUSETTS

OBVERSE: The official NENA Seal. The central design incorpor- 
ates an outline of the New England States with two irregular 
discs in the field off Cap Cod, upon which the letters NENA are 
located, two on each disc. Around, in an outer ring, NEW ENG- 
LAND NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION. 

REVERSE: The central design is that of an eagle in flight to the 
left. Around, at the top, XIV CONVENTION; at the bottom, 
WORCESTER 1958. 


EDGE: Plain. 
This medal has a diameter of 31mm, and was struck in sterling 
silver. There were 125 copies struck, and issued at $1.50 each. They 


were struck by the Robbins Co., Attleboro, Mass.; issued by the 
NENA; and designed by Kittredge. 


58.M.20.01b 
OBVERSE: The same as 58.M.20. 01a 
REVERSE: The same as 58.M.20.0la 
EDGE: Also plain. 


This medal also has a diameter of 31mm, but was struck in bronze. 
There were 250 copies struck, and issued at $0.50 each.

OBVERSE: The Mackinac Bridge is shown superimposed over an 
hi ise 


outline of Michigan, with a five-pointed star at the straits. 
In the lower left-hand corner, in three lines, MACKINAC / 
BRIDGE / 1958. 

REVERSE: On the left half, in eight lines, BUILT BY THE / 
WILL OF A GREAT / PEOPLE. UPON / FOUNDATIONS OF 
/ MICHIGAN’S FAITH / IN HER FUTURE / (signed) G. Men- 
nen Williams / GOVERNOR. To the right is a bust of Williams 
facing forward. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal has a diameter of 34mm, and was struck in gilded brass. 

They were issued at a general price of $0.50 each, much less if pur- 

chased in large quantities. They were sold mainly at concession 

stands on both ends of the bridge.

OBVERSE: The same as 58.M.21.01la 
REVERSE: The same as 58.M.21.01la 
EDGE: Also plain. 


The only variation of this variety from variety “a” is a 1” hole, in 
the field above the upper peninsula. 


MINNESOTA 


The following Minnesota medals, numbered 58.M.22.01 thru 
58.M.22.22b, plus numbers 58.T.22.01 thru 58.T.22.03 in 
the token section, all have the same obverse design, which will here- 
after be referred to as the official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. It 
is described as having a border consisting of 20 arcs enclosing a 
design which is divided into four unequal segments, the upper left 
and lower right of which have a foggy appearance and the other 
two of which have a mirror appearance. Around, in the upper left 
and right sections, MINNESOTA CENTENNIAL; in the lower left 
and right sections, 1858 1958. The main design incorporates a fe- 
male head facing left and that of a male facing right. Below are 
two outstretched hands which are holding the things for which 
Minnesota is famed; agriculture, industry, forests, iron ore, schools, 
ete. This emblem was designed by Will Schaeffer. All of these is- 
sues were struck by Wendell Northwestern, Minneapolis, Minn. The 
diameter of all issues is 34mm.

OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 

REVERSE: Around, at the top, ALEXANDRIA; at the bottom, 
JUNE 13-14-15. In the center, on a tablet, is a design showing 
two Viking figures, one holding a shield and spear, the other 
chipping on a stone tablet; in the upper right background is a 
tree, above which is the date 1362. This entire design is flank- 
ed on the left by a fish with the date 1858 above, and on the 
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right by a fowl with the date 1958 above. Above this entire 
design is the word, CENTENNIAL. 
EDGE: Plain. 
This medal was struck in gilded brass. There were 1,500 copies 
struck, and issued at $0.50 each. They were issued by the Alexan- 
dria Centennial Commission, Alexandria; and the reverse was de- 
signed by Margaret Johnson.

OBVERSE: The official Minesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: In three straight lines, AUSTIN / DAILY / HEARLD. 
EDGE: Plain. 
This medal was struck in bronze. There were 250 copies struck, 
and distributed, free of charge, to employees. They were issued by 
the Hearld Pub. Co., Austin. This piece is punched with a 1” hole 
above AUSTIN. 


58.M.22.03a 
OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: CASEY, in scroll lettering, with a small monogram 
like figure to the right. Below and cutting through the tail of 
the “‘y”’, in two lines, french dry / cleaners. 
EDGE: Plain. 
This medal was struck in gilded brass. Both varieties of 58.M.22. 
03 were struck to a combined total of 1,000 copies. One of this 
variety was given out with each $2.00 cleaning order. They were 
issued by Casey French Dry Cleaners, Minneapolis. This variety 


has a 1%” hole above and a little to the right of the loop of the ‘“‘c” 
in CASEY.

OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: The same as 58.M. 22. 03a 
EDGE: Also plain. 
One medal of this variety was given out with each $4.00 cleaning 


order. The only variation of this variety from variety “a” is a 1/16" 
hole, in place of the 14” hole.

OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: In six straight lines, C.Y.F. / CENTENNIAL / CON-

EDGE: Plain. 
This medal was struck in aluminum. There were 725 copies struck, 
and used as table favours at the spring banquet of the C.Y.F. or-

OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: The word, FAIRMONT, in a block design. 
EDGE: Plain. 
This medal was struck in gilded brass. 


58 :M.22.06 
OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: There is a border which consists of eight arcs, with 
rounded ends. Enclosed by these arcs is a ring, which has 
around, on the top, FARMER’S CO-OP ASSN.; on the bot- 
tom, HOLLAND, MINN. On a ribbon a little below center, 
1908 ANNIVERSARY 1958; just above this ribbon, 50th, the 
“th” is in scroll lettering. 
EDGE: Plain. 
This medal was struck in gilded brass. There were 700 copies 
struck, and given out, free of charge, to members. They were is- 
sued by the Farmer’s Co-op Assn., Holland.

This medal was struck in gilded brass. There were 2,500 copies 
struck, and distributed, free of charge, to patrons.

This medal was struck in aluminum. There were 5,000 copies 
struck, and distributed, free of charge, to customers.

REVERSE: In five straight lines, OUR / 100th / ANNIVERSARY /

EDGE: Plain. 
This piece was struck in gilded brass. There were 550 copies struck, 
and distributed, free of charge, to customers. They were issued by 


T. K. Gray, Minneapolis. This piece is punched with a 1/16” hole 
above OUR.

OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 

REVERSE: Around, at the top, MINNESOTA STATE BAR ASSO- 
CIATION; at the bottom, JUNE 19-20, 1958; a small ring on 
each side separates the top and bottom lettering. In the center, 
in three lines, 75th / YEAR / 1883-1958; the “th” is in scroll 
lettering. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal was struck in aluminum. There were 1,000 copies struck, 

and distributed to members at the annual meeting. They were is- 

sued by the Minnesota State Bar Assn., Minneapolis.

OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 

REVERSE: Around, at the top, MURRAY COUNTY; at the bot- 
tom, “ACRES OF OPPORTUNITY”. In the center, on three 
lines, 1958 / OUR 101st / YEAR. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal was struck in gilded brass. There were 1,000 copies 


struck, and issued at $0.50 each. They were issued by the Murray 
County Centennial Committee, Slayton. 
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58.M.22.14a 
OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 


REVERSE: The Northwest Coin Club Emblem. In an outer ring, 
at the top, NORTHWEST COIN CLUB; at the bottom, MIN- 
NEAPOLIS-ST. PAUL; a small ring on each side separates 
the top and bottom lettering. The central design is dominated 
by a Viking ship, and below, in two lines, FOUNDED / 1934. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal was struck in oxidized silver. There were 420 copies 

struck, and issued at $1.25 each. They were issued by the North- 

west Coin Club, sec. C. Baum, South St. Paul. 


58.M.22.14b 
OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: The same as 58.M.22.14a 
EDGE: Also plain. 


This medal was struck in satin silver. There were 110 copies struck, 
and issued at $1.00 each. 


58.M.22.14¢e 
OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: The same as 58.M. 22. 14a 
EDGE: Also plain. 


This medal was struck in oxidized bronze. There were 150 copies 
struck, and issued at $1.00 each. 


58.M.22.15a 

OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: Around the bottom, GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY. In 

the center, on four lines, ONAMIA / — 0 —/ 1908 / 1958. 
EDGE: Plain. 
This medal was struck in gilded brass. Both varieties of 58.M. 22. 
15 were struck to a combined total of 1,500 copies, and issued at 
$1.00 each. They were issued by the Onamia Commercial Club. This 
piece has a 1/16” hole above ONAMIA. 


58.M.22.15b 
OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: The same as 58.M.22.15a 
EDGE: Also plain. 
This medal differs from the previous one because it has no hole. 


58.M.22.16 
OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 


REVERSE: Around, at the top, PAINE, WEBBER, JACKSON & 
CURTIS; at the bottom, * * 1879 * *. In the center, on five 
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lines) MEMBERS / PRINCIPAL STOCK / AND / COMMOD- 
ITY / EXCHANGES. 
EDGE: Plain. 
This medal was struck in gilded brass. They were distributed, 
free of charge, to customers. They were issued by Paine Webber, 


Jackson & Curtis, Minneapolis. This piece has a 1” hole between 
WEBBER and JACKSON. 


58.M.22.17 

OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 

REVERSE: Around, at the top, PAN-O GOLD BAKERS; at the 
bottom, 1908 1958. In the center is the figure of a female eat- 
ing bread and flanked on the left by, FIFTY, and on the right 
by, YEARS; below, in two lines, MISS SUNBEAM / “LET’S 
BE FRIENDS”. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal was struck in gilded brass. There were 3,000 copies 

struck, and given out, free of charge, to customers. They were is- 

sued by the Pan-O-Gold Baking Co., Pipestone. This piece has a 1” 

hole between the dates on the reverse. 


58.M.22.18 

OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 

REVERSE: Around, at the top, PRESTON CREAMERY ASSOCI- 
ATION; at the bottom, EST. APRIL 2, 1910; a small ring on 
each side separates the top and bottom lettering. In the center, 
on three lines, MANUFACTURERS / OF QUALITY DAIRY / 
PRODUCTS; below this is another small ring. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal was struck in bronze. There were 1,000 copies struck, 


and given away, free of charge ,to customers. There were issued 
by the Preston Creamery, Preston. 


58. M2239 
OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: Around, at the top, TWIN CITY FEDERAL; at the 
bottom, SAVINGS and LOAN;; the top and bottom lettering is 
separated by a five-pointed star on each side. In the center, on 


three lines, 35th / ANNIVERSARY / 1923 1958; the first two 
lines are in scroll lettering. 


EDGE: Plain. 

This medal was struck in gilded brass. There were 75,000 copies 
struck, and distributed, free of charge, to patrons. They were issued 
by Twin City Federal Savings & Loan, Minneapolis-St. Paul. This 
piece is punched with a 14” hole between CITY and FEDERAL. 


58 sl < 22.220 
OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
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REVERSE: Around at the top, WINONA COUNTY SCHOOLS; at 
the bottom, JESSE B. JESTUS, SUPT.; a small ring on each 
side separates the top and bottom lettering. In the center, on 
six lines, FIRST NATIONAL BANK / WINONA / — 0 —/R. 
D. CONE CO. / — o — / ACE HARDWARE. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal was struck in bronze. There were 2,500 copies struck, 

and distributed, free of charge, to the students. They were issued 

by the Supt. of ‘County Schools Winona; apparently by the sponsor- 
ship of the three firms mentioned on the reverse. 


58 .M. 22.21 
OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: The basic design is the same as 58. M. 22.06. Around, 
on the top, WORTHINGTON NATIONAL BANK;; on the bot- 
tom, WORTHINGTON, MINN. On the ribbon, 1908 ANNI- 
VERSARY 1958; just above this ribbon, 50th, the “th” is in 
scroll lettering. 
EDGE: Plain. 
This medal was struck in gilded brass. There were 3,500 copies 
struck, and given out, free of charge, to patrons. They were is- 
sued by the First National Bank, Worthington. This piece is not 
punched as number 58.M. 22. 06 is. 


58M. 225224 

OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: Blank, except at the bottom where two small lines of 

lettering read, WENDELL-N.W. / MPLS. 
EDGE: Plain. 
This medal was struck in bronze. They were sold by many stores, 
news stands, bus depots, etc., who sold too few centennial medals to 
bois a a special reverse design. Consequently the price probably 
varied. 


58.M.22.22b 
OBVERSE: The official Minnesota Centennial Emblem. 
REVERSE: The same as 58.M. 22. 22a 
EDGE: Also plain. 
This medal was struck in oxidized bronze. 
It is quite probable that many other sub-varieties exist of 58.M. 
22 . 22, such as; different metals, satin silver, oxidized silver, alum- 
inum, etc.; and also with 1/16” and 1%” holes. Mr. Brant, of Wen- 
dell, stated that only about 1% of all the centennial medals they 
struck were of this major variety, so probably a combined total of 
about 2,000 exist in all sub-varieties.

OBVERSE: Around, at the top, PACIFIC RAILROAD (MOPAC) ; 
at the bottom, BUTTERFIELD OVERLAND STAGE. Across 
the center, “WHERE THE WEST BEGAN”; above is a mid- 
19th century locomotive, and below is a western stagecoach of 
the same period. 

REVERSE: Around, at the top, TIPTON, MISSOURI; at the 
bottom, CENTENNIAL. In the center, on four lines, 1958 / 
“FROM TRAIN TO STAGE” / SEPTEMBER 13-20 / 1958. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal has a diameter of 34mm, and was struck in oxidized sil- 

ver. There were 1,000 copies struck, and issued at $1.25 each. They 

were struck by Wendell Northwestern, Minneapolis, Minn.; issued 
by S. T. Zimmerman, Jefferson City. (by authority of Tipton Cen- 
tennial Committee) ; and designed by G. L. Zimmerman. 


58.M.24.01b 
OBVERSE: The same as 58.M.24.01a

and third lines, and the last below the fourth line. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This token has a diameter of 26mm, and was struck in brass. 

There were 125 copies struck. They were struck by S. M. Spencer 

Co., Boston, Mass.; issued by the Brattleboro Transit Corp., Brat- 

tleboro, by the initiative of the AVA; and designed by Coffee.

OBVERSE: The same as 58.T.44.0la 
REVERSE: The same as 58.T. 44. Ola 
EDGE: Also plain. 
This token also has a diameter of 26mm, but was struck in copper. 
There were also 125 copies struck. 
58.T.44.01e 
OBVERSE: The same as 58.T.44.01la 
REVERSE: The same as 58.T.44.0la 
EDGE: Also plain. 
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This token also has a diameter of 26mm, but was struck in white 
metal. There were also 125 copies struck. 


These first three sub-varieties of this major-variety were issued in 
sets of one of each variety, at $2.00 per set. 


58.T.44.01d 
OBVERSE: The same as 58.T. 44. Ola 
REVERSE: The same as 58.T.44.0la 
EDGE: Also plain. 


This token also has a diameter of 26mm, but was struck in alum- 
inum. There were 1,15U copies struck, and issued at 25c each. 


The four tokens listed above are in actual use on the line of the 
BTC, to pay fares. Only tour of each of the first three sub-varieties 
were put into actual use, the rest were sold to collectors; all but 
150 ot the last sub-variety were put into use on the line. These 
pieces make nice companion pieces to 58.M. 55. 02.

OBVERSE: A crest, which will hereafter be referred to as the Cen- 
tennial Crest, is used. It is described as follows: Around, at the 
top, 100 YEARS OF PROGRESS; at the bottom, BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. In the center is a totem pole which is flanked on 
on the left by the date 1858 and on the right by 1958. 

REVERSE: Around, at the top, YOUR CREDIT IS GOOD; at the 
bottom, in two lines, LUCKY / CENTENNIAL COIN; a small 
diamond shaped figure on each side separates the top and bot- 
tom lettering. In the center, on four lines, SAVE 10% / MIL- 
LERS / JEWELERS / 5 STORES. 

EDGE: Plain. 


This medal has a diameter of 24mm, and was struck in copper. It 
was issued by Millers Jewelers, Vancouver. I understand that the 
government stopped the issue of this medal for some reason. 


58.M.62.02a 
OBVERSE: There is a toothed border. A ring is created by a circle 
of dots, around, on the top of this ring, BRITISH COLUMBIA; 
on the bottom, 1858; a small bow type figure on each side sep- 
arates the top and bottom lettering. In the center is a depic- 
tion of Fort Langley, as it appeared around the mid-19th cen- 
tury; below this, in two lines, FORT LANGLEY / CAPITAL. 
REVERSE: Also has a toothed border. Around, at the top, on a 
ribbon, VANCOUVER COIN CLUB; at the bottom, not on a 
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ribbon, 1958. In the center, on eleven lines, BRITISH / COLUM- 
BIA / ESTABLISHED AS A / CROWN COLONY IN 1858 / 
UNITED WITH / VANCOUVER ISLAND 1866 / ENTERED / 
CONFEDERATION / 1871 / — . — / CENTENNIAL. 
EDGE: Numbered; numbers range from 1 thru 300. 
This medal has a diameter of 36mm, and was struck in silver. There 
were 300 copies struck, and issued at $4.00 each. They were struck 
by Pressed Metals Ltd., Vancouver, B. C.; issued by the VCC; and 
designed by Eveleigh. 


58.M.62.02b 

OBVERSE: The same as 58.M. 62. 02a 

REVERSE: The same as 58.M. 62. 02a 

EDGE: Also numbered; numbers also range from 1 thru 300. 

This medal also has a diameter of 36mm, but was struck in bronzed- 

copper. There were also 300 copies struck, but they were issued at 

$2.50 each. 
58.M.62.03a 

OBVERSE: Around, at the top, SIR JAMES DOUGLAS; at the 
bottom, FIRST GOVERNOR OF B. C; a dot on each side sep- 
arates the top and bottom lettering. In the center is a bust of 
Douglas facing 14 left; with, HP, in exergue. 

REVERSE: Around, at the top, VICTORIA NUMISMATIC SO- 
CIETY; at the bottom, BRITISH COLUMBIA; a rosette like 
figure on each side separates the top and bottom lettering. In 
the center is a front view of the Parliament Buildings in Vic- 
toria; below, in three lines, PARLIAMENT BUILDINGS VIC- 
TORIA / 1858-1958 / CENTENNIAL. 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal has a diameter of 39mm, and was struck in gold. There 

were 10 copies struck, and issued at $106.00 each. They were struck 

by the Royal Mint, London, England; issued by the VNS; and de- 
signed by Saull (Paget of the mint engraved the dies). 


58.M.62.03b 
OBVERSE: The same as 58.M. 62. 03a 
REVERSE: The same as 58. M. 62. 08a 
EDGE: Also plain. 


This medal also has a diameter of 39mm, but was struck in silver. 
There were 300 copies struck, and issued at $5.00 each. 


58 .M. 62. 03¢ 
OBVERSE: The same as 58.M. 62. 03a 
REVERSE: The same as 58.M.62. 03a 
EDGE: Also Plain. 


This medal also has a diameter of 39mm, but was struck in bronze. 
There were 941 copies struck, and issued at $2.50 each. A couple 
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instances are known where these bronze medals were gilded by 
private persons, but bear in mind that these are not original issues. 


58.M.62. 04a 

OBVERSE: A crest, which will hereafter be referred to as the Of- 
ficial Centennial Crest; do not confuse it with the Centennial 
Crest; which was described earlier, as it is completely differ- 
ent. This crest is described as follows; Around, at the top, 100 
YEARS OF PROGRESS. The central design is a shield sur- 
mounted by, B.C., and flanked on each side by a pine tree, with 
the date 1858 cutting through the left tree and 1958 through 
the right one. 

REVERSE: The Centennial Crest. 

EDGE: Reeded. 

This medal has a diameter of 15mm, and was struck in 10K gold. 

There were 100 copies struck, and issued at $5.00 each. I understand 

they were issued by someone who wishes to remain anonymus. 


58.M.62.04b 
OBVERSE: The Official Centennial Crest. 
REVERSE: The Centennial Crest. 
EDGE: Also reeded. 
This medal also has a diameter of 15mm, but was struck in sterling 
silver. Not over 100 copies were struck, and issued at $1.00 each. 


58.M.62.05 
OBVERSE: The Official Centennial Crest. 
REVERSE: Blank, except at the bottom, incuse, 11K +W+ (Jew- 
ellers mark). 

EDGE: Plain. 

This medal has a diameter of 28mm, and was struck in 11K gold. 
Probably less than 100 copies were struck. They were struck by 
Trayling * Waters. This was an “Award of Merit” given out by the 
Centennial Committee. A loop with a diameter of 7mm is attached 
at the top. The reverse was left blank so that the recipients name 


could be engraved. I purchased one of the copies that was left over 
for $18.00. 


58.M.62.06 
OBVERSE: The Official Centennial Crest, which is inlaid in red, 
blue, and yellow enamel. 
REVERSE: Blank, except at the bottom, incuse, on two lines, 
STERLING /+W-+. 
EDGE: Plain. 


This medal has a diameter of 18mm, and was struck in sterling sil- 
ver. Around 60 copies were struck. They were struck by Trayling 
& Waters. This was a “Second Class Award” given out by the Cen- 
tennial Committee. A loop with a diameter of about 214mm is at- 
tached at the top. The reverse was left blank, as on the previous 
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variety, so that the recipient’s name could be engraved. I purchased 
one of the copies that was left over for $2.00. 


ONTARIO 


58.M.67.01 

OBVERSE: The new arms of the City of Ottawa. They are des- 
eribed as follows: A shield which is flanked on the left by a 
lumber-jack and on the right by a uniformed man. It is topped 
by a floral treatment, which in turn is surmounted by a pine 
tree. On a ribbon, at the base of this design, ADVANCE 
OTTAWA EN AVANT. 

REVERSE: Around, at the top, CANADIAN NUMISMATIC AS- 
SOCIATION; at the bottom, SEPTEMBER 4-6 1958. OTTA- 
WA CONVENTION; a small dot on each side separates the 
top and bottom lettering. In the center, on four lines. DECI- 
MAL COINAGE / 1858 / OTTAWA MINT / 1958. 

EDGE: Lettered; BIRKS. 

This medal has a diameter of 37mm, and was struck in oxidized 

bronze. There were 300 copies struck, and given out, one per person, 

to those who registered at the convention; those remaining were 
sold at $2.00 each. They were struck by Birks & Sons, Ottawa, On- 
tario; issued by the CNA; and the obverse design was by Beddoe. 

These pieces have an extremely high rim.
